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Owen Ziglar’s fourth & final trial ends in mistrial

_ The fourth and final trial of Owen 
Ziglar ended late last Thursday eve- 
ning, August 28, in a mistrial (hung 
jury) with the jury being unable to 
reach a verdict. 

The 8-woman 4-man jury began 
hearing evidence from the prosecu- 
tion on Tuesday, August 26, after 
Opening statements by both sides 
Monday afternoon. 

The jury heard testimony from 
state forensic experts on how Kelley 
died as a result of wounds in the face 
and chest caused from shots from a 
shotgun. 

The experts offered testimony 
concerning a shotgun taken from Zi- 
glar when he was taken into custody 
by Elba police officers. They stated 
that the shell casing found at the 
murder scene did, in fact, come from 
the shotgun; however, they could not 
conclusively say that the shot from 
that shell was the one that killed Kel- 


ley. 

Testimony was also given that 
glass found on the soles of Ziglar's 
boots could have been pieces of the 
shattered glass from the door at Kel- 
ley’s residence. 

Jenelle Taylor, wife of Doug Tay- 
lor of Opp, AL, testified that on the 
night of Kelley’s murder, Ziglar 
came to her residence looking for 
her husband, and he had a shotgun 
with him. 

According to testimony, Taylor, 
along with Kelley, had had an affair 
with Ziglar’s wife, Donna. 

The state also offered into evi- 
dence two notes written by Ziglar. 
One was to his son and another to 
his mother. They contained state- 
ments such as: “I can’t handle this 
anymore...Sometimes a man has to 
do what he has to do to live with 
himself.” 

During his summation to the jury, 
special prosecutor Al Smith told the 
jury, “The state has proved that 
Owen Ziglar is guilty of killing Ed

Kelley.” 

Defense attorneys Stafford Pitt- 
man and Richard Whittaker told 
members of the jury that the state 
had failed to prove Zilgar’s guilt due 
to the absence of scientific evidence. 

Ziglar was originally charged 
with murder in the 1990 shotgun 
slaying of Edward Lamar Kelley. He 
was convicted on the lesser charge 
of manslaughter in a 1991 trial. 

Ziglar was sentenced to 20 years 
at hard labor in the sate penitentiary, 
ordered to pay court costs, a fine of 
$10,000.00, repay attorney’s fees 
paid by the state, restitution of 
$4,600.00 to the Kelley family, and 
$10,000.00 to the crime victim as- 
sessment. 

In 1993, the 1991 conviction, and 
sentence, was overturned by the Ala-

EARLY MORNING CRASH...A one-car crash sent one individual to the 
hospital. Last Thursday morning, shortly before 7:00 a.m., a passing motor- 
ist reported to the Elba Police Department that a car had overturned on the 
Kinston Highway (AL Hwy.

ANOTHER AFTER SCHOOL CRASH.,..Shortly after 3:30 p.m, last Fri- 
day, emergency and law enforcement personnel were dispatched to Co, Rd, 
208 in the Jack Community, A report that a car had overturned and bodies 
were everywhere got attention in a hurry. A small car driven by Wesley Kil- 
lingsworth, 16, of Jack, AL hed teft the roadway, overturned, and struck an 
embankment causing four of the occupants to be thrown from the vehicle. 
Only Killingsworth was wearing a seat belt, He received only minor inju- 
ries, The four passengers, all young girls, were taken to Elba General Hos- 
pital and Medical Center Enterprise by units from the Elba Rescue Squad 
and Coffee County EMS. None of the victims received any life threatening 
injuries. All the individuals were students at Zion Chapel High School. The 
accident was investigated by Alabama State Trooper Willie White. Assist- 
ing at the wreck scene were Coffee County Sheriff's Deputies and members 
of the Zion Chapel Volunteer Fire Department. Although it was after school 
hours, Dr. Linda Ingram, principal of Zion Chapel High School, was at the 
wreck scene checking on her students. She later went to both hospitals to 
check on their condition, 


During Reedy’s hearing, it was 
disclosed that more than $11,000 
was taken during the robbery/ 
murder. The breakdown was as fol- 
lows: Cash - $6,873.31, checks - 
$3,069.22, and $1,403 in food 
stamps. 


Also, it was noted that a gung 


~(.380 semi-automatic pistol) which 
is believed to be the murder weapon 
has been sent to the state’s forensic 
lab in Montgomery for testing. The 
handgun was recovered from the 
Chattahoochee River on the Ala- 
bama-Georgia state line. 

The only eyewitness to the rob- 
bery/murder, Jeff Goolsby, gave a 
brief account of what he saw on the 
night of July 28. 

He stated that he saw two men 
fighting near the drive-thru window 
at Regions Bank in downtown Enter- 
prise. Goolsby then notified the En- 
terprise Police Department via cellu- 
lar phone. 

The witness also stated that he 
heard a noise that sounded like a 
firecracker and saw a black man 
leaving the scene. 

Police officers stated that when 
they arrived on the scene, they found 
Jerkins dead from a gunshot wound. 

The results of Reedy’s prelimi- 
nary hearing, along with Jones’, will 
be turned over to a grand jury for re- 
view. 

District Attorney Mark Fuller has 
indicated that the state will be seek- 
ing the death penalty in the case. 

Should Jones and Reedy be tried 
and found guilty of the capital mur- 
der charge, they could be facing the 
electric chair or life in prison.

On Friday afternoon, May 10, 
1996, Owen Ziglar’s third trial end- 
ed in a hung jury with a mistrial be- 
ing declared by Circuit Judge Wil- 
liam “Bill” Barr late in the 


afternoon. 

According to District Attorney 
Mark Fuller, Thursday’s verdict - or 
rather the lack of one - brought to a 
conclusion the case of Ed Kelley’s 
murder. 

He had stated in the beginning 
that, regardless of the outcome, this 
would be the final trial. 


Davis pleads guilty to manslaughter »

On Monday, August 25, 1997, 
Adam Davis, 19, of Opp, AL, was 
scheduled to go to trial on a murder 
charge. He plead guilty to the lesser 
charge of manslaughter. 

In July of 1996, Davis was in- 
dicted by a Coffee County grand 
jury on the charge of murder. 

Davis was the driver of a 1992 
Pontiac Grand Am which was in- 
volved in a single-car crash at the 
intersection of Coffee County 
Roads 460 and 492. The wreck oc- 
curred on June 30, 1996. Spinks, 
age 18 of Kinston was killed in that 
wreck, Another passenger in the ve- 
hicle, Juddy Channell, age 19 of 
Opp, was injured in the crash. 

The original indictment read as 
follows: 

“Adam Davis did recklessly en- 
gage in conduct which manifest- 
ed extreme indifference to human 
life and created a grave risk of 


death to a person other than the 
said Adam Davis and did thereby 
cause the death of Amber Spinks, 
whose name is otherwise un- 
known to the Grand Jury, by op- 
erating a motor vehicle while un- 
der the influence of alcohol; and/ 
or while operating a motor vehi- 
cle at an excessive rate of speed;

Child support collection system updated 


Alabama’s new child support 
computer system, known as ALECS 
Alabama’s Location, Enforcement, 
and Collection System), has been 
operating statewide since July 1. 

ALECS was first implemented as 
a pilot project in Tuscaloosa and 
Etowah counties in February, 1996. 
The transition from the old automat- 
ed system to ALECS was completed 
in June of this year when the last 
few counties were brought on-line. 

“The new system will make 
across-the-board improvements for 
the 350,000 Alabama families cur- 
rently receiving child support ser- 
vices," said Dept. of Human Resorc- 
es (DHR) Commissioner Martha 
Nachman, 

One of the biggest advantages 
ALECS provides is the automatic 
calculation of interest owed on de- 
linquent child support payments. 
Noncustodial parents receive a com- 
puter-generated monthly statement 
telling them how much they owe, in- 
cluding delinquent support plus in- 
terest.

The new system allows more ef- 
ficient case management, which 
translates into improved child sup- 
port services. For example, if pater- 
nity establishment is needed for a 
particular case, ALECS alerts the 
DHR worker. 

Unlike its predecessor, ALECS 
can interface with the computer at 
the Administrative Office of Courts, 
giving DHR workers immediate ac- 
cess to accurate, up-to-date informa- 
tion about child support cases. 

Stronger child support enforce- 
ment is a major part of the historic 
federal welfare reform that Con- 
gress passed in August 1996. As im- 

lementation of the welfare reform 

w continues, ALECS will help the 
state use many new enforcement 
tools, such as suspending driver's 
and professional licenses, and freez- 
ing assets (bank accounts, retire- 
ment funds, etc.) for failure to pay 


court-ordered child support. 

Through a cooperative agreement 
wtih the Dept. of Industrial Rela- 
tions, DHR soon will have a com- 
puter directory of newly hired work- 
ers, to help track down parents who 
owe delinquent support. 

In the future, DHR also plans to 
centralize all child support collec- 
tions at the state office in Montgom- 
ery. It is not uncommon for a non- 
custodial parent to owe child 
support in more than one county, 
which means he has to send support 
payments to each individual county 
for processing. 

When all support collections are 
centralized in Montgomery, noncus- 
todial parents with multiple cases 
will send all the payments to one lo- 
cation, As these and many other 
child support improvements are 
phased in, ALECS will play a vital 
role in the process. 


Boat operators license will 
soon be required by state law 


It’s not too soon to apply. The re- 
quirement for boat operators license 
becomes effective April 28, 1999. 

Officials of the Alabama Marine 
Police Division of the Department of 
Conservation and Natural Resources 
and the Drivers License Division of 
the Department of Public Safety re- 
mind Alabama boaters that time is 


A rapidly passing, 


Captain Bob Huffaker of the Ala- 
bama Marine Police emphasizes 
that anyone age 12 or older who op- 


erates a motorized vessel must ob-- 


tain a license and have it in posses- 
sion before operating a vessel, 

Boaters must take an approved 
boating safety course and the written 
exam administered by the Depart- 
ment of Public Safety Driver Li- 
cense Examiners. 

The only exemption provided is 
that persons who were 40 or older on 
or before April 28, 1994 are exempt 
from taking the safety course and the 
written exam, but they still must ob- 
tain a license, There are no age ex- 
emptions in the law for obtaining the 
license. 

Both departments stress the im- 
portance of obtaining the license at 
the earliest possible ime to prevent a 
last-minute rush as the deadline ap- 
proaches. 

“Anyone operating a vessel with- 
out an operators license after April 
28, 1999 will be in violation of the 
law and subject to being issued a ci- 


tation,” Huffaker warned.

Last week we sent out an appeal through this column for information 
about the late 1800's sawmill and pottery kiln at the intersection of 
Troy Highway and 203 Bypass. The remains were found in an Archae- 
ological Dig being conducted by Troy State archaeologists prior to the 
proposed 4-laning of U. S. 84. We did get response from knowledgable 
people and there are interesting stories around the long ago operation. 
It was apparently water powered, (of course - there was no electricity 
in this area back then) from a dam across Whitewater Creek. Rice was 
grown in the backed-up water, sheep grazed on the grass which flour- 
ished in the wet earth. The rive was milled here and the wool from the 
sheep processed on this site, all in addition to the pottery kiln and saw- 
mill. 


In addition to the information about the sawmill above, readers re- 
sponded with bits of information about other old-timey sawmills locat- 
ed: across the Troy Highway where brick homes now stand, at “the 
Brickmill Pond,” in the fork of Big Creek and Whitewater Creek, just 
to name a few. Some person with an interest in local history, and the 
time for the necessary research work to get it all right, needs to docu- 
ment these and many other details of early Coffee County while there 
are people with some knowledge of their existence and locations.

. In order for one to speak on the word NEW, one must realize that there 
is a strong indication that there is also an OLD, 


- Paul quite eloquently speaks to us here in a metaphor using the word 
GARMENT. Paul is very pronounced in instructing us to put off the “OLD 
MAN”. And what is the “OLD MAN?” 


: The old man. is that Adamic nature which all of us were born with, It is 
that corruptible nature in this mortal body planted and left by the enemy of 
God, Satan. When our spirit-man is not God-controlled, it is then easy for 
Satan to occupy our mind and will. 


Paul is careful to inform us that the principles, habits, and dispositions of 
the sinful mind must be changed before we can approach a HOLY GOD 
for our salvation. Therefore, we must divest ourselves of the filthy garment 
that is displeasing in his sight ... a garment that is lined with acts of lying, 
cheating, stealing, and all other abominable acts of sin experienced within 
and without the body. 


The outer part of this garment is covered with SELF: self-will, self- 
conceit, self-dependénce, all of which subverts the holy will of God. But 
when one is exposed to the Gospel message, the Word of God has an Oppor- 
tunity to prick the callous heart, to stir up that sinful mind, to break down 
the barriers of self-will and self-conceit. The Word will make a person ex- 
amine himself; it turns the Gospel Shoal onto a creature that by now is 
dazzled, confused and bewildered.

Selling Tobacco 
To Minors Is 
Against The Law 


Alabama Act 97-423 states, "It is un- 
lawful for any minor (a person under the 
age of 19) to purchase, use, possess, or 
transport tobacco or tobacco products 
within this state." The 1997 Zion Chapel 
High School Handbook states, "As a re- 
sult, students who purchase, use, pos- 
sess, or transport’ tobacco or tobacco 
products on school grounds are violating 
State law as well as the Code of Conduct. 
Students are reminded that smoking or 
use of tobacco products at ex- 
tracurricular activities is prohibited. For 
example, students smoking at ball games 
are subject to juvenile court referral." 

The Coffee*County School System 
Parent/Student’ Information Guide, re- 
vised in July, 1997, defines possession 
and/or use of tobacco products as a Class 
II offense for which the following dis- 
ciplinary actions could be initiated: In- 
school suspension, suspension from 
school, non-academic work assignments 
before or after school, detention, cor- 
poral punishment, suspension of driving 
rights, or Saturday School. Parental no- 
tification will be provided on any Class 
II offense. 

Act 97-423 provides penalties and 
changes court procedures regarding any 
minor possession, using, purchasing or 
transporting tobacco or tobacco prod- 
ucts. A fine of not less than $10 nor 
more than $450 can be imposed for each 
violation, Jurisdiction for violations is 
specifically provided to be in district and 
municipal courts rather than in juvenile 


courts, 

Act 97-423 became effective on Au- 
gust 1, 1997, It establishes the Alabama 
Alcoholic Beverage Control Board as the 
state agency responsible for regulating 
and enforcing state and federal laws pro- 
hibiting the sale of tobacco products to 
minors. An advisory board has been es- 
ilahed to implement the provisions of 
the act,

1972, a full 25 years ago, a bushel of 
corn sold for $3.00 per bushel, To- 
day you may almost get $3.00, Soy- 
beans in 1973 sold for $13,00 per 
bushel. Today you almost get $6.00, 
This year our farmers have done 
dn excellent job of producing their 
crops and the rains have come to 
most crops at the right time. Howev- 
er, the low prices farmers recieve for 
their products, in contrast to the in- 
creased rate of inflation and the rap- 
id increase of the production, input 
cost has critically affected our farm- 
érs. No other business would sur- 
vive under those conditions, 
. Mr. Farris as well as many others 
Have experienced many changes in 
agriculture over his lifetime. About 
the only thing that has not changed 
in farming is the price a farmer gets 
‘for his products.

‘Where does the beef cattle 
industry stand in Wiregrass 


Over the last several years we 
have seen tremendous changes in the 
overall attitude of agriculture in the 
Wiregrass area. We are very, very 
fortunate compared to other parts of 
the state in that we have an extreme- 
ly diversified and productive agricul- 
ture base. Commodities such as cat- 
tle, poultry, and hogs, surprisingly 
enough in a strong row crop area, 
have held steady through good and 
bad times. In fact, in Coffee County, 
the beef cattle industry has grown 
slightly steadily over the last several 
years. We saw a slight decrease in 
the last two years in total cattle num- 
ber based on a lower market value. 

The bottom line for any farrn is- 
whether its beef cattle, cotton, what- 
ever should be and always will be 
net profit. The farrns that I work 
with that reap the most benefits are 
farms that maximize production in 
every enterprise. If you really put a 
pencil to cattle that are being man- 
aged, you generally will see an in- 
creased dollar value. Last year, high- 
ly managed cattle on the average 
netted around fifty dollars per head, 
figuring a $250-$300 cow carrying 
costs. This year the average net prof- 
it between heifers and steers was 
around $200-$205 per head based on, 
Board sale figures. 

That means hundred cow herds, 
with a $300 per cow carrying cost 
should net around 20 to 21,000 dol- 
lars. 

When you look at Alabama as a 
state, Alabama ranked 6th in the na- 
tion in the total number of operations 
and 18th in average herd size based 
on 1996 figures. What this says is 
that we have a large number of small 
cattle operations. In total beef cow 
inventory, Alabama ranked 14th, 

When we look at Coffee county 
Specifically, there are around 425 
farms based on census data that have 
beef cattle. The average herd size 
was about 61. 

Within Coffee county there were 
around 38 farms with nine or less 


cows, 

There were 87 farms with 10 to 
19 head of cattle. There were 135 
farms with 20 to 49 head of cattle, 
91 farms had 50 to 99 head, 52 
farms 100 to 199 head, 21 farms had 
200 to 499 head and only a few 
farms with more than 500 head. 

In the Wiregrass area as a whole 
(10 counties), it is estimated that 
there are close to 300,000 head of 
beef cattle. That is an amazing statis- 
tic considering the total amount of 
agriculture that we have. I, for one, 
feel this is a very healthy ag environ- 
ment to have the amount of row 
crops, the poultry, swine (we are still 
one of the largest hog areas in the 
state), and to also have the cattle as 
part of the overall picture. 

It is good to know that all of our 
enterprises have interest and have 
people involved in them. We don't 
know what agriculture will hold for 
us in the next five to ten years here 


-in the Wiregrass area, To me it is 


very important that we diversify and 
then maximize our profit in every 
enterprise. Have each enterprise at a 
manageable level where we can deal 
with them and insure a net profit. If 
you have three enterprises that are 
yielding a net profit, it is much easi- 
er to hold on to and maintain this net 
profit than if you are banking on 
only one thing,

The City of Elba will hold a pub- 
lic meeting Monday, September 15, 
at 6:00 p.m. at city hall. : ; 

The purpose of the meeting will 
be to review proposed improvements 
to the city’s sewer system. 

The improvements include the 
following: , 

1) Replacement of approximately 
22,500 linear feet of existing failed 
clay sewer lines and manholes with 
new 8 inch PVC lines. 

2) Adding approximately 28,000 
linear feet of new sewer lines, 87 
manholes, and 12 relay stations to 
serve 120 existing homes which are 
currently unserved. 

The replacement lines are pro- 
posed for the Brookdale Subdivi- 
sion, Old Samson Road, Brunson 
Circle, and Cordelia Drive. 

The new lines are scattered 
throughout the city and include nine 
different areas. R 

The City of Elba has applicd to 
the USDA Rural Development for a 
combination grant and loan of $2.2 
million. .

Upon the reconvening of the 


council, Mayor James Grimes an- 
nounced there was no action to be 
taken on the matter discussed in the 
executive session. 


The three tie votes were all relat- 


ed to spending of money. The first 
was on a proposal to increase fire- 
men’s pay. Grimes proposed an in- 
crease for firemen from $12.74 to 


$13.25 per fire. He proposed increas- 
ing the chief’s pay from $15.74 to 
$16.25 per fire. 

There was a motion to accept the 
mayor’s recommendation. This mo- 
tion was amended to not increase the 
pay. The amendment died on a 3-3 
vote, with Council members Ben 
Carpenter, Ronnie Hammond and 
John W. Sharpless voting to not in- 
crease and council members Harold 
Bannin and Winzell Gray joining 
Grimes in voting for the pay. The 
amendment died on the tie vote, but 
also the original motion to increase 
the pay died with the same line-up 
recording another 3-3 split. Sharp- 
less expressed concern over increas- 
ing the pay of one group without in- 
creasing all city employees’ pay. 

The council also split along this 
same 3-3 vote when bids were pre- 
sented on the resurfacing of Red- 
doch Hill Road. The low bid was 
$22,250.00 from Couch Construc- 
tion.

Last Thursday’s meeting of the 
Coffee County Board of Education 
was rather abbreviated lasting less 
than thirty minutes. 

Board members heard requests 
and were given updates on various 
other items by Superintendent Rod- 
ger Bowden. 

A request from John McCrory of 
Zion Chapel High School for out-of- 
state travel was granted. The FFA 
Chapter from ZC will be attending 
the annual Farm Exposition in Geor- 

ia. 
Bowden reported that the work on 
the PSCA (Public Schools & Col- 
lege Authority) projects is going 
well, 

Work on the lunchroon at New 
Brockton Elementary School and the 
classroom at the high school is ahead 
of schedule. The construction area 
for the new classroom at Kinston 
High School is underway, and the 
foundation is ready for the lunch- 
room addition at Zion Chapel High 
School, 

“They are doing real well on our 


I construction projects; however, we 


are still looking at a November date 
for completion,” said Bowden, 

The superintendent told board 
members that if the state legislature 
passes the education budget as it Is 
proposed, county schools will be in 
good shape. ; 

As a matier of information, Bow- 
den told members of the board that 
the state board of education is con- 
sidering a proposal to reduce the 
teacher-student ratio in the class- 
room, 

“Should this happen, we would 
be required to add 11 new teachers 
to our faculty in the 1998-99 school 
year,” said Bowden, 

“If they {the state board] don’t 
give us some money, we've gol a 
real problem, The additional teach- 
ers’ salaries would be approximatcly 
$1 million,” he added, 

He emphasized to the board that 
this was not a for-sure-thing, but it is 
a strong possibility. ’
